The  present  Report  on  the  MEDICAL  INSPECTION 
OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN  in  Stirlingshire  is  for  the  period 
from  1st  August,  1927,  to  31st  July,  1928. 

The  Staff  is  the  same  as  formerly,  with  the  exception  that 
Nurse  Brown  resigned  at  the  end  of  December,  1927,  and  was 
succeeded  by  Nurse  MTnnes. 

As  has  been  pointed  out  in  former  Reports,  the  Medical 
and  Nursing  Staff  under  the  County  Education  Authority 
forms  part  of  the  Co-ordinated  Scheme  of  Medical  and  Nursing 
Services,  all  such  services  being  unified  under  a County  Joint 
Committee,  on  which  are  represented  the  County  Education 
Authority,  the  County  Child  Welfare  Committee,  the  County 
Tuberculosis  Committee,  and  the  Public  Health  Committee 
of  the  County  Council. 

The  number  of  Schools  in  the  County  coming  under  the 
Scheme  of  Medical  Inspection  is  92,  the  number  of  children 
on  the  Register  being  28,476,  and  the  average  attendance 
25,742.

Sanitary  Conditions  of  Schools. — The  Assistant 
Medical  Officers  continue  to  report  to  me  conditions  which 
appear  in  need  of  attention.  Such  matters  are  at  once  brought 
to  the  notice  of  Mr.  Malcolm,  Master  of  Works. 

As  a result  of  a report  from  my  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr. 
Gough,  and  also  a report  by  my  assistant,  Dr.  Rutherford,  a 
question  of  installing  water  closets  at  Muiravonside  School 
was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Education  Authority.  After 
very  full  consideration,  however,  it  was  decided  that  owing 
to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  suitable  drainage  it  would  not 
be  advisable  at  present  to  instal  water  closets. 

In  December  of  1927  I had  a report  from  my  Assistant, 
Dr.  Findlay,  who  said  that  he  had  inspected  the  new  water 
closets  at  Strathblane  School,  and  he  found  them  a vast 
improvement  on  the  old  system.

With  regard  to  the  closing  of  schools,  the  Scottish  Beard 
of  Health  issued  a Memorandum,  dated  30th  March,  1928, 
laying  down  very  clearly  the  lines  which  ought  to  be  adopted 
when  the  question  of  school  closure  arises  in  any  given  case. 
The  Memorandum  expresses  what  have  always  been  my  views 
and  is  exactly  on  the  lines  which  have  always  been  followed 
in  the  County  here.  I thought  it  well  to  give  a copy  of  the 
Memorandum  here  for  the  guidance  especially  of  School 
Management  Committees.

CLOSING  OF  SCHOOLS. 

1.  The  Scottish  Board  of  Health  have  had  under  consider- 
ation the  closing  of  schools  on  account  of  infectious  disease. 
In  their  Circular  P.H.  No.  VII.,  1904,  dated  28th  July,  1904, 
the  Local  Government  Board  laid  down  the  requirement 
that  every  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  made  a report  to 
his  Local  Authority  embodying  his  recommendations  as  to 
the  closing  of  a school  should  forthwith  send  a copy  thereof 
to  the  Board  for  their  information.  The  Regulations  of  the 
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Scottish  Education  Department  require  compliance  with  any 
requisition  made  by  the  Local  Authority,  on  the  advice  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  with  regard  to  school  closures.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  therefore  still  to  advise  his 
Authority  as  to  the  closing  of  a school.  The  Board  now  regard 
it  as  unnecessary,  however,  to  insist  on  copies  of  the  reports 
being  sent  to  them,  and  that  requirement  in  the  circular  should 
accordingly  be  regarded  as  withdrawn. 

2.  The  Board  propose,  however,  to  ask  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  to  furnish  in  their  annual  reports  the  following  informa- 
tion : — 

(1)  A list  of  closures  of  schools  or  parts  of  schools  recom- 

mended, showing  which  were  carried  into  effect : 

(2)  The  several  periods  (with  dates)  for  which  the  schools 

were  closed  ; 

(3)  The  nature  of  the  infectious  disease  that  was  the 

cause  of  closure  ; and 

(4)  The  reasons  which  led  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

to  recommend  closure. 

3.  The  Board  are  convinced  that  school  closure  is  very 
exceptionally  required  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health  even 
in  rural  areas  ; and  that  in  urban  areas  it  is  practically  never 
so  required. 

4.  Further,  closure  is  not  likely  ever  to  be  effective  from 
the  preventive  asjsect  unless  it  takes  place  at  or  towards  the 
commencement  of  an  epidemic  outbreak.  The  fact  that 
many  school  children  are  suffering  from  infectious  disease,  that 
others  are  excluded  from  school  because  they  are  living  in  infected 
houses  and  that  attendance  is  accordingly  far  bcloiv  the  normal, 
is  not  in  itself  sufficient  reason  for  advising  closure  of  the  school  ; 
when  an  outbreak  has  reached  such  proportions  the  chances 
of  school  closure  doing  anything  to  check  it  are  extremely 
small. 

5.  Closure  should  be  certified  to  be  necessary  only  after 
all  relevant  matters  have  been  taken  into  consideration — the 
nature  of  the  disease,  its  period  of  incubation,  its  mode  of 
infectivity,  its  age  incidence,  and  the  extent  of  its  prevalence  ; 
the  character  of  the  district ; the  housing  accommodation  ; 
and  the  risk  of  infection  being  spread  through  children  mixing 
outside  school  in  places  where  control  is  more  difficult  to 
exercise.  In  short,  the  closure  of  schools  is  such  a serious 
interference  with  the  educational  work  of  a district  and  is,  as 
a rule,  of  such  doubtful  value  from  the  public  health  point  of 
view,  that  it  should  only  be  resorted  to  for  very  substantial 
reasons.  It  should  never  be  adopted  to  the  exclusion  of  other 
methods  of  controlling  infectious  disease,  such  as  isolation  of 
patients,  supervision  of  contacts,  the  frequent  examination  of 
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children  still  in  attendance,  visitation  of  houses  in  which  cases 
are  likely  to  exist,  exclusion  from  school  of  infected  persons  or 
persons  living  in  infected  houses,  and  discouragement  of  chil- 
dren from  attending  picture  houses  and  other  meeting  places.

First-aid  Appliances  for  Use  in  Schools. — These  have 
continued  to  be  of  great  use  because  minor  accidents  are 
frequently  happening  among  the  children. 

Organisation  and  Administration. — Full  details  of  the 
Scheme  of  School  Medical  Inspection  have  been  given  in  former 
Reports,  and  of  how  the  County  Sanitary  Staff  co-operate 
with  the  School  Staff.  Each  of  the  combining  Authorities 
is  kept  in  close  touch  with  the  part  of  the  work  in  which  it  is 
specially  interested,  and  quarterly  reports  are  submitted  to 
the  Education  Authority. 

Attendance  of  Parents  at  Medical  Inspection. — 
The  percentage  of  parents  in  attendance  at  the  Medical  Inspec- 
tion of  the  children  was  23.3.  In  last  Report  the  percentage 
of  the  parents  attending  was  24,  which  was  the  highest  per- 
centage on  record.

In  connection  with  the  8635  children  examined  in  routine 
inspection,  811  notices  were  sent  to  parents  regarding  some 
condition  requiring  attention,  while  319  similar  notices  were 
issued  in  connection  with  1822  special  cases. 

AMELIORATION  OF  DEFECTS. 

The  following  three  tables  show  what  has  been  accom- 
plished in  the  way  of  amelioration  with  regard  respectively 
to  Defective  Vision,  affections  other  than  Defective  Vision, 
and  Verminous  Conditions.  The  results  are  given  in  these 
tables  for  each  Parish,  showing  the  number  who  have  received 
attention  either  at  the  hands  of  the  Oculist,  Medical  Attendant 
or  otherwise.  These  cases  imply  a great  deal  of  individual 
attention,  especially  on  the  part  of  the  nurses,  who  in  many 
cases  have  to  make  repeated  visits  to  the  homes  before  the 
results  are  satisfactory.

The  work  in  connection  with  cases  of  Defective  Vision  is 
done  by  the  same  Staff  as  before,  onr  Specialist,  Dr.  Gilchrist 
of  Glasgow,  being  responsible  for  the  greater  part  of  the  work. 
Dr.  Rutherford  and  Dr.  Lindsay,  however,  also  give  a portion 
of  their  time  to  this  work.  The  chief  centres  during  the  year 
were  at  the  Old  High  School,  Falkirk,  and  at  the  East  Kirk 
Institute,  Stirling,  almost  opposite  the  High  School.  As  the 
accommodation  at  the  Old  High  School  at  Falkirk  was  required 
for  some  other  educational  purposes,  provision  was  made  by 
Mr.  Malcolm  for  this  work  to  be  carried  on  at  the  Science  and 
Art  School,  which  is  quite  adjacent  to  the  Old  High  School. 
There  are  ample  means  of  conveyance  to  these  centres,  and 
the  children  come  to  them  from  a wide  area.  Kilsyth  Academy 
also  serves  a fairly  wide  area  as  a centre  for  this  work.  As 
before  it  is  difficult  to  find  one  centre  for  the  Western  District 
owing  to  the  population  being  so  sparse,  the  result  being  that 
Dr.  Gilchrist  makes  a tour  of  the  area  using  certain  schools  as 
subsidiary  centres.

The  foregoing  table  shows  that  of  the  8635  children 
examined  in  routine  inspection,  9 were  found  to  have  insuffi- 
cient clothing,  4 clothing  which  was  ragged,  and  one  with 
clothing  which  was  dirty.  These  results,  although  very 
satisfactory,  are  not  quite  so  good  as  last  year's  results,  when 
only  three  children  were  reported  as  having  insufficient  cloth- 
ing out  of  a number  approximately  the  same.  The  results  in 
connection  with  the  examination  of  special  cases  are  extremely 
favourable.  In  fact  they  are  almost  surprising  in  view  of  the 
existing  trade  depression,  but  no  doubt  they  reflect  the  efforts 
which  are  made  by  the  County  Education  Authority  and  the 
Poor  Law  Authorities  in  providing  clothing  in  certain  necessit- 
ous cases.

The  above  tables  give  the  height  and  weight  of  boys  and 
girls  of  various  ages  for  the  year  under  review,  and  also  for  the 
preceding  year,  these  being  compared  with  the  standard  heights 
and  weights.  It  is  noticed  from  year  to  year  how  closely 
the  figures  both  with  regard  to  height  and  weight  approximate 
to  the  standard  figures.  It  is  generally  noticed,  however, 
that  the  greatest  variation  is  in  the  second  column,  and  it  is 
probably  due  to  the  fact  that  the  age  of  the  standard  child 
is  slightly  more  than  the  average  age  of  the  children  of  the 
nine  age  group.

One  of  the  great  improvements  effected  by  means  of 
School  Medical  Inspection  has  been  with  regard  to  the  cleanli- 
ness of  the  children,  and  the  great  reduction  in  the  number 
of  cases  showing  nits  or  vermin.  In  the  two  previous  Annual 
Reports  this  reduction  was  shown  to  have  been  extremely 
satisfactory.  With  regard  to  the  year  under  review,  the 
results  are  very  similar  to  what  they  were  in  the  previous  year, 
but  if  anything  they  are  slightly  better.  The  percentage  of 
children  found  with  dirty  heads  was  only  -03,  the  same  as  last 
year,  the  percentage  with  nits  was  5-4  as  compared  with  5-3, 
the  percentage  with  vermin  among  their  hair  was  -63  as  com- 
pared with  -94,  the  principal  offenders  as  before  being  among 
the  girls.  Much  of  the  improvement  among  the  girls  has  been 
due  to  the  fashion  of  keeping  schoolgirls’  hair  short.  In  last 
Report  the  children  found  with  dirty  bodies  numbered  16, 
those  with  verminous  bodies  12,  the  corresponding  numbers 
for  this  year  being  12  and  12  respectively. 

CONDITION  OF  SKIN. 

The  results  of  inspection  as  to  the  condition  of  the  skin 
are  very  favourable.  Ringworm  both  of  the  head  and  the 
body  is  somewhat  less  prevalent  than  in  preceding  years. 
While  ringworm  of  the  body  is  usually  easily  cured,  ringworm 
of  the  head  may  be  very  persistent.  The  numbers  with 
regard  to  impetigo  are  practically  the  same  as  last  year.  The 
infection  of  impetigo  is  occasionally  spread  by  the  school 
towel,  but  in  no  school  was  the  infection  so  common  as  to 
necessitate  the  withdrawal  of  the  school  towel.  Scabies  was 
slightly  more  prevalent  than  last  year,  when  it  reached  a very 
low  ebb.  During  the  war,  and  for  some  years  thereafter, 
scabies  was  much  more  common.

The  nutrition  of  the  children  continues  to  be  very  satis- 
factory, there  being  3 per  cent  more  above  the  average  than 
last  year,  while  the  average  percentage  is  3 per  cent.  less.  It 
will  be  noted  that  even  of  the  special  cases  there  was  only  one 
whose  nutrition  was  considered  very  bad,  the  child  having 
just  recovered  from  a long  illness.

From  year  to  year  there  has  been  a slight  but  progressive 
improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  teeth  as  revealed  by  the 
examination  of  the  routine  groups.  The  results  this  year 
closely  correspond  with  those  of  last  year,  there  being  a very 
slight  increase  in  the  number  of  the  sound  group,  while  those 
with  five  or  more  decayed  are  also  slightly  increased. 

DENTAL  TREATMENT. 

For  the  Dental  Work  the  Staff  is  the  same  as  formerly, 
the  whole-time  dentists  being  kb-.  Shearman  and  kb.  M'Queen, 
the  former  engaged  in  the  Central  and  Western  portions  of  the 
County,  while  Mr.  kl‘ Queen  is  engaged  in  the  Eastern  portion. 
Mr.  Somerville,  the  part-time  dentist,  undertakes  the  dental 
work  of  the  school  children  within  Stirling  Burgh,  and  is 
emplojmd  at  least  one  half-day  per  week.  His  work  is  carried 
out  in  a specially  adapted  room  in  the  High  School. 

Tlie  following  three  tables  show  the  work  which  lias  been 
carried  out  by  the  three  dentists,  kb.  Somerville,  kb.  M'Queen 
and  kb.  Shearman  respectively.

The  table  setting  forth  Mr.  Somerville’s  work,  shows  that 
of  the  2,320  children  inspected  in  the  schools  in  Stirling  Burgh, 
1,787  required  treatment,  and  the  number  of  children  actually 
treated  by  Mr.  Somerville  was  312.  Extractions  of  temporary 
teeth  numbered  292,  and  of  permanent  teeth  69.  It  will  be 
noted  further  that  there  were  as  many  as  270  fillings  or 
stoppings,  as  they  are  called,  of  permanent  teeth. 

Whole-time  Dentists’  Work. — In  the  case  of  Mr. 
M'Queen  and  Mr.  Shearman,  the  tables  of  work  give  the  details 
of  each  school  in  their  respective  areas,  as  well  as  the  totals 
in  each  case.  It  will  be  noted  that  of  the  8,119  children 
inspected  by  Mr.  M'Queen  6,786  required  treatment,  whereas 
the  number  of  children  actually  treated  was  only  2,094. 
Extractions  of  temporary  teeth  numbered  3,361,  and  extrac- 
tions of  permanent  teeth  numbered  804.  The  fillings  in 
connection  with  temporary  teeth  were  156  and  with  per- 
manent teeth  1,262. 

Mr.  Shearman’s  table  shows  that  of  the  11,775  children 
inspected,  8,727  required  treatment  and  only  2,179  of  these 
actually  submitted  to  treatment.  The  extractions  of  tem- 
porary teeth  by  Mr.  Shearman  amounted  to  4594,  and  of 
permanent  teeth  892.  Eighty  temporary  teeth  were  filled 
or  stopped  and  1638  permanent. 

The  fact  that  emerges  from  the  results  of  the  dental  work 
mostly  calling  for  attention  is  that  in  Stirling  Burgh  slightly 
less  than  one-fifth  actually  submitted  to  treatment  by  the 
School  Dentist.  In  Mr.  M'Queen’s  area  the  results  are  slightly 
more  favourable,  but  even  here  the  percentage  actually  sub* 
mitting  to  treatment  is  slightly  less  than  one-third,  while 
in  Mr.  Shearman’s  area  it  is  almost  exactly  a fourth. 

This  matter  was  spoken  of  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  and 
while  no  doubt  it  is  difficult  to  get  some  timid  children  to  the 
dentist’s  chair,  I cannot  but  think  that  the  main  factor  in 
causing  the  relatively  small  number  to  submit  to  treatment  is 
the  shilling  charge  which  is  made  per  child  treated.  The  result 
is  that  all  such  cases  as  are  considered  and  reported  on  as 
necessitous  by  the  local  School  Management  Committees 
receive  dental  treatment,  whereas  a very  large  proportion  of 
the  non-necessitous  are  not  treated.  This  is  a matter  which  I 
intend  to  bring  before  the  Education  Authority  for  further 
consideration  on  an  early  date. 

As  pointed  out  last  year,  the  dental  staff  is  very  fully 
employed,  so  that  it  is  obvious  if  a larger  proportion  of  those 
requiring  treatment  submitted  to  it  the  dental  staff  would 
require  to  be  increased. 

Mr.  M'Queen  reports  that  a Headmaster  had  reported  to 
him  there  had  not  been  a single  complaint  of  toothache  among 
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the  scholars  for  abouts  ix  months  after  Mr.  M!Queen’s  previous 
visit.  That  of  course  means  a better  attendance.  In  another 
case  the  Headmaster  impressed  upon  the  children  the  benefits 
of  treatment,  with  the  result  that  110  accepted  it  as  against  36 
on  the  previous  visit. 

The  large  amount  of  conservative  dentistry  in  the  way 
of  fillings  by  all  three  of  the  dentists  is  again  worthy  of 
special  notice. 

NOSE  AND  THROAT. 

Of  the  8,636  children  examined  in  routine  inspection, 
approximately  a fourth  showed  nasal  catarrh,  mostly  due  to 
common  colds  or  some  such  cause.  There  has  been  a consider- 
able increase  during  the  year  under  review,  which  is  difficult 
to  account  for.  It  is  also  seen  that  126  routine  cases  and  54 
special  cases  suffered  from  nasal  obstruction.  13-8  per  cent, 
had  tonsils  slightly  enlarged,  and  4-6  per  cent,  had  tonsils 
markedly  enlarged,  while  1-4  per  cent,  had  adenoids  actually 
present,  and  2-2  per  cent,  had  adenoids  probably  present. 
Many  of  the  tonsillar  cases  were  due  to  temporary  causes. 


NOSE  AND  THROAT. 
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LYMPHATIC  GLANDS. 

From  the  foregoing  table  it  is  seen  that  11  -9  per  cent,  of 
the  children  examined  had  submaxillary  glands  palpably 
enlarged,  while  the  percentage  of  those  with  cervical  glands 
palpably  enlarged  was  48-1.  There  was  only  one  child  whose 
submaxillary  glands  -were  markedly  enlarged,  and  twenty 
cases  with  cervical  glands  markedly  enlarged.  These  glands 
are  very  apt  to  break  down  and  to  suppurate,  and  it  will  be 
noticed  that  as  many  as  81  showed  cicatrices  or  scars  from  such 
healed  glands.  Parents  are  always  urged  to  give  those  condi- 
tions their  earnest  attention,  and  to  have  the  causes  removed, 
as  too  often  such  inflamed  glands  become  the  site  of  tubercular 
infection.

The  percentage  of  children  in  routine  examination  found 
suffering  from  blepharitis  amounted  to  2-2.  while  -24  per  cent, 
suffered  from  conjunctivitis.  These  affections  in  themselves 
usually  yield  easily  to  treatment,  the  danger  being  that  if 
they  are  not  treated  corneal  ulcers  may  develop,  and 
it  is  seen  in  the  third  column  that  28  of  the  routine  children 
were  actually  found  suffering  from  corneal  opacity  as  a result 
of  such  ulcers.  Occasionally  these  corneal  opacities  interfere 
seriously  with  the  vision.  2-1  per  cent,  of  the  children  were 
found  suffering  from  strabismus  or  squint,  which  is  slightly  in 
excess  of  last  year.  All  such  cases  at  the  earliest  oppor- 
tunity are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  School  Oculist. 
Through  an  arrangement  with  the  County  Child  Welfare 
Committee  several  ca^es  of  children  under  school  age  were 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  School  Oculist  and  received 
appropriate  treatment.

The  results  of  vision  testing  approximate  very  closely 
from  year  to  year.

The  percentage  of  children  found  with  organic  disease  of 
the  heart  was  4-62 — very  much  the  same  as  last  year.  It  is 
to  be  noted  that  of  the  400  cases  with  organic  heart  disease, 
two  were  born  with  defective  hearts.  Acquired  heart  disease 
very  often  follows  upon  an  attack  of  acute  infectious  disease, 
such  as  scarlet  fever,  but  also  very  often  forms  a sequela  of 
some  obscure  rheumatic  affection,  such  as  “ growing  pains.” 
It  cannot  be  too  often  impressed  upon  parents  not  to  regard 
lightly  a complaint  of  “growing  pains.”  Medical  advice 
ought  to  be  got  upon  all  such  cases.

Twenty-two  children  were  found  with  tubercular  glands, 
13  with  tubercular  affection  of  the  bones  and  joints,  6 with 
abdominal  tuberculosis,  and  7 with  tuberculosis  of  the  skin 
(lupus).  This  year  the  figures  show  a decrease  on  last  year, 
and  that  result  is  what  is  to  be  expected  because  tuberculosis 
has  been  on  the  decrease  for  many  years.  Arrangements 
have  now  been  made  by  which  all  such  cases  requiring  treat- 
ment can  be  dealt  with  in  the  Special  Wards  at  the  County 
Fever  Hospitals,  while  cases  requiring  surgical  treatment  may 
be  dealt  with  at  the  Stirling  Royal  Infirmary  and  Falkirk 
Infirmary.  At  Camelon  Fever  Hospital  throughout  the  year, 
the  children  in  the  ward  for  tubercular  cases  averaged  S to  10.

while  those  attending  for  ultra  violet  ray  treatment  as  out- 
patients averaged  between  30  and  40.  Towards  the  end  of 
the  school  year,  an  ultra  violet  ray  apparatus  was  duly  installed 
by  the  Central  District  Committee  at  Bannockburn  Hospital, 
so  that  there  also  an  out-patient  department  for  the  treatment 
of  cases  of  tuberculosis  has  been  commenced,  mostly  for  chil- 
dren. Having  such  facilities  now  available  in  the  County,  the 
numbers  being  treated  at  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  Hospitals 
are  accordingly  becoming  less.

The  numbers  found  affected  with  rickets  are  much  the 
same  as  last  year.  This  affection,  especially  in  young  children, 
yields  readily  to  ultra  violet  ray  treatment,  and  as  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  through  the  agency  of  the  County 
Child  Welfare  Committee  to  have  children  under  school  age 
treated  at  the  Camelon  and  Bannockburn  Fever  Hospitals, 
we  may  expect  a considerable  reduction  in  the  numbers 
affected  with  rickets  before  school  enrolment.

It  seems  strange  that  as  many  as  10  cases  should  be  found 
on  routine  inspection  suffering  from  whooping  cough,  and  that 
4 cases  of  chickenpox  should  be  found  among  those  examined. 
Among  special  cases,  one  of  whooping  cough,  one  of  measles, 
and  one  of  chickenpox  were  all  diagnosed  during  medical 
inspection.  It  is  to  be  pointed  out  that  chickenpox  for  a 
considerable  time  has  been  made  a compulsorily  notifiable 
infectious  disease,  the  reason  being  that  smallpox  has  been 
fairly  prevalent  for  some  years  in  some  parts  of  England,  and 
fully  a year  ago  there  was  an  outbreak  in  Dundee.  The  Board 
of  Health  have  considered  it  wise  to  make  chickenpox  com- 
pulsorily notifiable  because  of  the  difficulty  in  many  cases  of 
distinguishing  between  certain  cases  of  chickenpox  and  small- 
pox. Quite  recently  I detected  a case  of  smallpox  in  the 
Eastern  Division  of  the  County,  the  case  having  undoubtedly 
got  its  infection  in  Brechin.  This  case  showed  the  charac- 
teristics which  had  been  noted  in  the  Dundee  type.  As  a 
result  of  action  which  was  taken  in  connection  with  the  case, 
there  was  happily  no  further  spread  of  the  disease  in  the 
County.

The  above  table  shows  that  20  children  were  found  on 
routine  inspection  to  be  suffering  from  hernia,  23  from  enuresis, 
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and  45  from  enlarged  thyroid.  As  has  been  pointed  out 
before,  enlarged  thyroid  is  much  more  common  among  girls 
than  among  boys. 

SPECIAL  SCHOOLS  OR  CLASSES. 

Defective  and  Invalid  Children. — The  same  procedure 
has  been  adopted  by  which  at  the  monthly  meetings  through- 
out the  year  reports  are  considered  from  my  department  on 
defective  and  invalid  children.  Mentally  defective  children 
are  divided  into  two  categories,  educable  and  non-educable, 
the  educable  forming  by  far  the  larger  class  and  are  dealt  with 
by  the  Education  Authority,  while  the  non-educable  come 
under  the  care  of  the  Parish  Council. 

Defective  children  who  are  educable  are  sub-divided  into 
mental  defectives  and  physical  defectives.  Special  Classes 
have  been  in  operation  for  the  mental  defectives  for  a con- 
siderable time  at  Camelon,  Stirling  and  Kilsyth.  These 
Classes  of  course  are  of  limited  use,  and  can  only  serve  children 
resident  in  their  neighbourhood. 

So  far  practically  no  provision  of  Special  Classes  or  Schools 
has  been  made  for  physical  defectives.  For  some  years, 
however,  the  question  of  providing  suitable  accommodation  for 
the  education  of  both  classes  of  defectives  has  been  earnestly 
considered  by  the  County  Education  Authority,  and  during  the 
year  under  review  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  grapple 
seriously  with  the  problem.  For  some  time  the  Authority 
have  been  making  inquiries  regarding  suitable  and  central 
sites  which  would  serve  a large  area  and  to  which  the 
scholars  could  be  taken  daily  by  motor,  ’bus  or  otherwise,  so 
that  it  would  now  appear  that  we  are  within  measurable 
distance  of  having  suitable  accommodation  provided. 

Dr.  Findlay  reports  as  follows  on  the  Special  School  at 
Burngreen,  Kilsyth  : “ Miss  Gray  continues  to  conduct  this 
school  with  her  usual  tact  and  skill.  The  number  on  the  roll 
is  nine,  but  two  of  those  are  unable  to  attend  owing  to  their 
physical  condition.  The  work  done  by  the  rest  continues  to 
be  satisfactory.  The  hand  work  given  is  on  the  same  lines  as 
former  years,  for  example,  rug-making,  plasticine,  raffia  work, 
gardening,  etc.  They  all  show  a liking  for  it,  and  the  results 
are  very  creditable.  Miss  Gray  reports  that  one  boy  showed 
marked  proficiency  in  drawing  and  on  sending  one  of  his 
studies  to  an  Art  School  near  London  he  received  back  a very 
creditable  criticism. 

“ The  intelligence  Quotient  was  tested  again,  with  the 
result  that  the  mental  condition  of  the  children  was  found  to 
be  practically  stationary.  One  physically  defective  child 
was  admitted  during  the  year,  whose  mental  condition  is  quite 
good  and  who  will  be  passed  into  the  ordinary  school  in  due 
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course  as  the  physical  disability  improves.  A pleasing  feature 
is  the  kindness  of  the  bigger  children  to  the  5'ounger,  and  the 
brotherly  attitude  shown  to  the  weaker  ones. 

“ The  following  tables  show  the  actual  attendances  made 
by  all  the  scholars,  the  average  attendance  and  the  number 
on  the  roll  on  the  last  day  of  opening.

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In  Dr.  Rutherford’s  report  on  the  Special  Class  at  Camelon 
she  states  that  “ The  class  for  backward  children  in  Camelon 
School  is  reduced  to  five  pupils,  as  some  have  left  school  on 
becoming  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  there  have  been  no  enrol- 
ments throughout  the  session. 

“ The  work  is  carried  out  on  the  same  fines  as  formerly. 
The  teaching  is  carried  out  almost  exclusively  on  concrete  fines, 
and  every  endeavour  is  made  to  make  the  work  applicable  to 
everyday  fife.  A great  deal  of  the  apparatus  has  been  made 
by  Miss  Fyfe  herself.  Arithmetic  continues  to  be  the  weak 
subject,  although  some  of  the  pupils  are  improving  in  this 
respect.  Handwork,  naturally,  forms  a large  part  of  the  work 
of  the  class  and  consists  of  mat-making,  raffia  work,  bead- 
Avork,  drawing,  pastel-work,  and  paper  picture-building. 

“ The  attendance  of  the  pupils  has  been  very  satisfactory 
during  the  session,  and  the  general  health  has  been  good. 
Two  of  the  pupils  have  greatly  enlarged  tonsils,  and  the 
parents  of  these  two  have  been  notified  regarding  the  defect. 

“ There  has  been  an  improvement  in  four  of  the  pupils, 
only  one  pupil  having  a lower  Intelligence  Quotient  than  she 
had  previously.

“ M.  S.  has  not  improved.  Concentration  is  very  weak.

H.  S.  is  very  eager  to  Avork,  and  has  impnrved  greatly 
in  reading  and  in  A\riting  since  coming  to  school,  but  arith- 
metic remains  a Aveak  subject. 

' A.  W.  is  observant  and  artistic.  He  expresses  himself 
largely  by  draAving.  He  is  also  working  out  sums  involving 
money.  Physically  he  is  also  shoAving  some  improvement, 
but  his  speech  is  very  defective. 

The  children  are  Avcll-behaA'ed  and  happy.  The 
improvement  is  satisfactory,  especially  when  one  remembers 
t lat  it  can  only  be  limited  under  the  circumstances,  and 
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great  demands  are  made  on  the  ingenuity  and  patience  of  their 
teacher.” 

Of  the  Special  Class  at  Craigs  School,  Stirling,  Dr.  Lindsay 
says  : ‘ 1 This  Class  continues  to  play  an  important  part  in  the 
sphere  of  general  education  of  the  mentally  defective  child. 
Most  of  the  cases  have  now  had  at  least  one  year  of  special 
tuition,  which  has  resulted  in  some  improvement  in  the 
majority  of  cases. 

“ The  methods  of  tuition  in  the  Class  are  being  carried  out 
on  lines  exactly  similar  to  those  of  the  previous  year. 

“ The  Intelligence  Quotient  has  again  been  determined 
for  each  individual,  and  although  improvement  has  been  slight 
in  some  cases,  and  practically  nil  in  others,  the  child  has,  in 
my  opinion,  derived  definite  benefit,  hut  one  must  remember 
that  the  rate  of  progress  is  much  slower  than  in  the  case  of 
normal  children. 

“ A number  of  cases  of  defective  vision  have  been  treated 
during  the  session  as  well  as  a few  minor  ailments. 

“ A few  cases  have  left  during  the  past  year,  and  are  now 
suitably  employed,  while  new  cases  are  awaiting  admission. 
The  numbers  therefore  are  remaining  constant.”

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ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND 
PERSONAL  HYGIENE. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Medical  Inspectors  kept  in  close 
touch  with  the  routine  work  of  the  physical  instructors.  Of 
this  branch  of  work  Dr.  Findlay  writes  : “ The  physical  train- 
ing in  the  schools  in  my  district  continues  to  be  conducted  in 
a most  satisfactory  manner.  It  is  a pleasure  to  see  the  able 
way  in  which  all  the  varied  exercises  are  carried  out  by  the 
pupils,  and  the  evident  interest  they  take  in  the  work.  The 
beneficial  effects  are  undoubted,  the  health  and  well-being  of 
the  children  being  greatly  enhanced  by  the  training  they 
undergo.  The  gymnastic  exercises,  games,  dancing,  etc.,  are 
practically  the  same  as  those  given  in  former  years,  and  a 
high  standard  of  efficiency  is  reached,  especially  by  the  older 
scholars.  The  Instructors,  Mr.  Reid,  Miss  Symington  and 
Mr.  Murray  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  results.  The  usual 
care  is  taken  to  see  that  no  child  is  given  drill  who  is  not 
physically  fit  for  it.  Some  are  excused  drill  altogether.” 

In  Dr.  Rutherford’s  report  regarding  the  above,  she  states 
that : “ It  is  a great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  so  favourably 
on  the  physical  instruction  in  the  schools  in  my  particular 
district. 

“ In  Falkirk  High  School  both  Miss  MacDougall  and  Mr. 
Millar  continue  to  carry  out  the  training  of  the  pupils,  and 
both  reach  an  exceedingly  high  standard  of  perfection. 

“ I saw  a third  year  class  of  boys  at  work — a rather  large 
class — and  in  addition  to  carrying  out  exercises  calculated  to 
call  into  play  all  the  different  groups  of  muscles  the  boys  gave 
an  exhibition  of  marching  in  formation  to  music.  This  is  an 
innovation  which  the  boys  themselves  seemed  to  enjoy,  and 
an  innovation  which  enhanced  the  keenness. 

“ I saw  also  a second  year  class  of  boys  and  a first  year 
class  of  girls  at  work.  Both  of  these  were  small  classes.  It 
is  an  advantage  to  have  small  classes  for  physical  exercises, 
as  it  is  then  possible  to  give  movements  and  exercises  which 
cannot  be  given  to  larger  numbers,  and  supervision  is  much 
more  easy. 

“ The  girls  performed  a country  dance  with  grace.  Com- 
petitive games  and  exercises  formed  part  of  the  lesson  for  both 
boys  and  girls. 

“ Miss  MacDougall  has  some  pupils  doing  remedial 
gymnastics,  and  if  it  is  possible  to  be  conveniently  arranged, 
this  particular  branch  of  physical  instruction  will  be  developed 
as  necessity  arises. 

“ Miss  Symington  is  to  be  congratulated  on  her  work  in 
Redding  High  School.  I had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  a class  of 
boys  and  a class  of  girls  at  work  in  this  school.  Both  groups 
acquitted  themselves  well. 
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“ As  in  former  years,  the  exercises  were  well  chosen  and 
varied,  and  included  balancing  movement  and  competition. 
There  is  a great  improvement  in  the  number  of  proper  gym- 
nastic shoes  worn  and  in  the  number  of  gymnastic  tunics  worn 
by  the  girls. 

“ It  is  a pleasure  to  see  the  enthusiasm  that  Miss  Jarvis 
brings  to  her  work  as  physical  instructress.  The  girls  are 
infected  by  it,  and  present  an  exceedingly  smart  appearance, 
whether  marching  or  performing  exercises.  I saw  a fourth 
year  class  at  work  and  a junior  class,  and  both  of  these 
acquitted  themselves  excellently. 

“ The  fourth  year  girls  danced  a minuet  and  sword  dance, 
and  their  movements  were  very  graceful.  The  younger  girls 
were  learning  an  unusual  Polish  dance,  which  entails  some 
hard  work,  but  which  they  seemed  to  enjoy  thoroughly. 

“ Mss  Jarvis  still  continues  to  give  remedial  exercises  to 
a fairly  large  number  of  pupils.  I have  inspected  these  pupils 
three  times  during  the  school  session,  and  those  who  had  not 
improved  sufficiently  were  recommended  to  continue  remedial 
exercises.  Mss  Jarvis  is  to  be  commended  on  the  interest 
and  keenness  that  she  brings  to  bear  on  this  work.  When  it 
is  remembered  that  she  is  able  to  have  these  pupils  in  very 
small  groups  only — sometimes  in  twos  and  threes,  according 
to  defect — one  realises  that  she  is  kept  exceedingly  busy. 

“ I saw  two  classes  of  boys  under  Mr.  Murray’s  instruc- 
tion, la  and  Ilia.  As  in  former  years  the  exercises  were 
varied,  and  use  was  made  of  competition  between  sections  of 
the  class  to  stimulate  interest.  When  weather  permits  a good 
deal  of  work  is  done  in  the  open  air.  The  boys  were  given 
some  stiff  work  at  the  wall-bars  in  addition  to  rope  climbing." 

Dr.  Lindsay  reports  as  follows : “At  Bridge  of  Allan 
there  is  a hut  which  is  used  for  gymnastic  exercises  and  wood- 
work. Some  inconvenience  has  been  caused,  however,  through 
the  physical  instruction  and  woodwork  being  arranged  for  the 
same  day.  This  matter  can  easily  be  avoided  in  future 
by  a slight  re-arrangement  of  the  time-table. 

“ The  games  part  of  physical  training  receives  much 
attention.  An  admirable  arrangement  has  been  come  to 
whereby  the  girls  have  the  public  tennis  courts  reserved  for 
them  on  Thursday  afternoons  all  through  the  season,  an 
alternative  being  hockey  on  an  excellent  playing  field,  while 
the  boys  play  cricket,  also  by  arrangement,  on  an  excellent 
playing  field. 

“ On  inspecting  the  classes  during  physical  instruction 
at  Grangemouth  High  School,  I was  impressed  by  the  enthus- 
iasm and  excellent  tone  pervading  all  the  classes,  while  splendid 
discipline  was  upheld  throughout.

“ A great  deal  of  ground  is  covered  in  the  time  allotted 
for  physical  instruction,  while  the  exercises  are  well  chosen  to 
suit  the  requirements  of  the  pupils.  The  curriculum,  therefore, 
is  of  a pleasantly  varied  nature,  including  dancing  and  games, 
all  of  which  tend  to  keep  up  the  pupils’  interest  in  physical 
training. 

“ The  conduct  of  the  classes  is  particularly  up-to-date, 
due  to  the  care  and  thought  expended  on  her  work  by  Mss 
Melville.” 
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NURSES’  WORK. 

The  tabular  statement  of  the  nurses’  follow-up  work 
throughout  the  year  shows  how  busy  the  staff  have  been. 
The  nurses  receive  lists  of  children  with  defects,  and  it  is  very 
often  due  to  the  visits  paid  to  the  homes  that  these  defects 
are  remedied.  Much  of  the  practical  success  therefore  of 
School  Medical  Inspection  depends  on  the  thoroughness  and 
tact  employed  by  the  nurses  in  their  visits  to  the  homes.  As 
before,  the  School  Management  Committees,  in  dealing  with 
applications  of  necessitous  parents,  are  largely  guided  by  the 
nurses’  reports.
